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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 30 March 2004 is acknowledged. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 14, 18- 
26, and 28-34 are pending and under examination in this office action. Upon further 
consideration, the finality of the previous office action is withdrawn. The text of those sections 
of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

Claim Rejections/Objections Withdrawn 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5-7, 14, and 16-26 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph as 
lacking enablement for all forms of fibrosis is withdrawn in response to Applicant's amendment 
limiting the claims to liver and kidney fibrosis. 

New Grounds of Rejection 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 25, 26, and 28-34 are newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 25, 26, and 29-34 are being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. These claims recite a 
method of use without setting forward any active, positive steps involved in the method. See 
MPEP§2173.05(q). 

Claim 28 is improperly dependent because claim 21 is not a method. 

4. Claim 26 is newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, fist paragraph, as lacking enablement 
commensurate with the scope of the claims. This claim encompasses use of the invention for 
prophylaxis. Applicant has not described any circumstances in which the compound could be 
use in a prophylactic fashion. What is disclosed is that the PDGF receptor is upregulated in 
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fibrosis and the claimed invention is able to target it. There is no guidance as to how the 
compound could be used to prevent a fibrotic condition.
